A MISSIONARY’S SON. 


‘The Murder of a Fourteen-year-old Boy at | 


Antioch, Armenia. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 


the missionary college at Antioch, Ar- 
menia, of Joseph Fillan, the fourteen-year- 
old son of Rev. Moses Fillan. The boy 
was being kept in college at Antioch, and 
being educated by his adopted parents 
there. He was to be given a thorough clas- 
sical and theological education in mission- 
ary work. He wag shot down by a school- 


mate named Abraham because he refused 


to submit to his temptations. 

The letter was written to urge on the 
boy’s adopted parents here that some steps 
be taken by them to demand a full investi- 
gation by the college authorities of the 
circumstances of the murder, as the Turk- 
ish government refuses to investigate the 
matter. The letter was read in church 
and created a profound sensation and ‘a 
meeting of the officials of the board was 
called tonight to take some official action 
in the matter. 

If the Turkish government declines to 
entertain the demands of the church here 
tor an investigation or punishment of 
the murderer, it will then be taken up 
through the government at Washington, 
and the United States 8 to 
Turkey. 


A BROKEN NECK, 


George Menge of New Vor York Still rn to 
2 Teli of It.

NEW YORK, July 2.—A broken neck is 
‘the only drawback to the physical happi- 
ness of George Menge, and even this the 
surgeons of Flower Hospital hope to rem- 
| edy so” that before snow fijes again his | 
neck will be like those of other living 
men. 

He was a student of Williston Seminary 
on June 9 last. On that day, while he was 
exercising on a horigontal bar, he lost his 
hold and fell to the floor. He struck on 


the back of his head and was picked up un- 


conscious. A local doctor diagnosed the 
case as a severe strain to the tendons of 
the neck. .After passing two weeks in 
bed Menge was sent to his home in Phil- 
adelphia. Several weeks after the accident 
he was sent to the Pennsylvania Hospi- 
tal. 

His upper body was encased in a plas- 
ter, to which a jury mast“ was rigged to 
keep his head in position. He finally went 
to the Flower Hospital. They determined 
to encase him from his waist up except his 
face and. ears, in a plaster-of-paris cast. 
In four months the bones are expected to 
knit and become as strong as ever. Menge 
is 19 years old and is an athlete. . ;

LATER.— The report that United States 
troops are to start for Sacramento tonight 
by boat cannot be verifled. The fact that 
all of the First Infantry has left ostensibly 
for Los Angeles ig against the report 
that Sacramento will de supplied with 
troops. No more infantry soldiers are left 
in San Francisco. Those at Fort 
the Presidio and Alcatraz are artillery 
men and cavalry. Although the destina- 
tion of the soldiers that left tonight is 
given as Los Angeles, there is a suspicion 
that some of them may go to Sacramento, 
where they seem to be needed most. 

THE LATEST BULLETIN. | 

CHICAGO, July 2.—The general mana- 
gers of the Chicago roads this evening is- 
4 sued the following bulletin: 

„The worst reports are from the Rock 
Island, which was not able to move any 
trains, on account of a crowd of 2000 peo- 
ple at Blue Island, who controlled the 
situation, the United States deputy mar- 
shals and the Cook county deputy aherifts 
being powerless to handle them. 

„On the Michigan Central the indications 
are that the strikers are making consid- 
erable trouble on account of the employ- 
ment of new men to take the place of the 
striking switchmen.. 

“The Illinois Central is still in bad 
shape regarding suburban business, but 
is moving through trains. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul- is also 
badly embarrassed by the” “Striking em- 
ployees. 

„Seventeen roads in Chicago are more 
or less embarrassed by the strike, and 
many passenger trains are being moved, 
as on the Panhandle, under heavy guards 
of deputy marshals for mail trains and 
deputy sheriffs for other trains, in order 
to get them through the strikers and 
sympathizers, who anes the 
tracks.“ 

The railroads have not altered their po- 
sition,” the bulletin continues, and will 
not parley with the men now on a strike. 
The places of men who strike will be 
filled as fast as possible, and force will 
be met with force to the extent of asking 


wherever this action becomes necessary. 
If the State cannot afford ample protec- 
tion, the railroads will ask the United 
States government to send troops to the 
scene of the disturbances. ‘Dispatches 
General Managers’ Association up to 
8 p.m,, are as follows:

CHICAGO, July 2. 
the strikers began today with conferences 
between United States Judges Wood and 
Grosscup and Edwin Walker, the special 
solicitor appointed yesterday by Attorney 
Gilchrist. The lawyers submitted a bulky 
bill asking the Federal courts to enjoin 
the strikers from interfering with the 
mails, The bill covered all roads. The 
bilf, as originally drawn, enjoins the strik- 
ers from interfering with the mails, but 
was modified under orders from Washing- 
ton to enjoin from interference with any 


under the interstate commerce act. It 
was believed at the government building 
that the injunction which was issued will 
stop the strike, for the power of the 
government can be called upon to enforce 
it. Judge Woods said that the Marshal 
would be expected to enforce it, and, if 
unable to do so, troops can be called out. 
It is not necessary, said he, to issue an 
injunction to prevent interference with 
the mails, for such interference is in it- 
self a crime for which the guilty party 
can be arrested and indicted. It is more 
necessary to issue a restraining order to 
prevent interference with interstate com- 
merce. The @nly reason for issuing an 
order at all is that the means of meeting 
‘the present emergencies for process of ar- 
rest and indictment are slow. The Judge 
said the order applied to Illinois, the seat

Deputy Marshal Logan Stabbed—Two 
Thousand Brickmakers Will .

CHICAGO, July 2.— United States Mar- 
shal Arnold sent 100, and Sheriff Gilbert 
35 deputies to Blue 
‘anticipation of trouble. The stockyards 
are in a badly-demoralized condition to- 
pe The only packer buying at all was 
Armour. The Stockyards Switching As- 
sociation had but ene engine running, and 
of 465 vars of stock held by the Burling- 
ton road, but 260 were delivered. 

The strikers at Blue Island formed 
across the tracks, and placed themselves 
in a position that would result in injury 
to themselves should the trains be moved. 
About one hundred marshals and deputies 
were lined up along the tracks, but the 
strikers would not move. Deputy Mar- 
shal Logan jumped from the car and 
started to drive the stubborn strikers 
from the tracks. Revolvers were dis- 
played on both sides, but shots were not 


the marshals and deputies, who- wired 
for the Fifteenth Regiment from Fort 
Sheridan, and asked help from Gov. Alt- 
geld. The Second Regiment, I.N.G., the

noon the train was started out of the 
yard. Stones were thrown by the strikers, 
knives were drawn, and the deputies 
showed their revolvers. The strikers so 
hemmed in the train and yards that it 
became impossible to move the train. 
Village Officer Michael Larsen tried to 
arrest the Engineer for violation of the 
ordinance forbidding the blocking of a 
crossing more than five minutes. The 
deputy marshal threw the policeman from 
the train. By this time the mob had be- 
come boisterous. Any further attempt to 
move the train was abandoned. 

Dist.-Atty. Mil€hrist said he would send 
additional forces of United States deputies, 
with an omnibus injunction order, before 
calling for United States troops. Officer 
Larson, who tried to arrest the engineer 
of the stalled train, was arrested by Mar- 
shal Arnold for obstructing the mail. 
About one hundred and fifty passengers 
are delayed at Blue Island, unable to get 
water or food. Supplies have been sent 
from the city. The engineer and fireman 
deserted the engin. 
Seventh Regiment, LN. G., to Blue Island, 
and all the engineers and firemen who 
were called upon refused to take the en- 
gine. It was then stated that the train 
would be run out by officials. A train 
is made up at Fort Sheridan, ready to 
carry the Fifteenth Regiment to Chicago 
the moment marching orders are received. 

Two thousand brickmakers of Blue Is- 
land struck this afternoon, and armed 
themselves, with the intention of aiding 
the strikers. At 2:45 o’clock the Rock 
Island road sent out a train for Blue 
Island carrying sixty deputies. 

LATER.—Chief Deputy Marshal Logan 
was stabbed by a striker. The wound is 
not dangerous. United States Marshal 
Arnold and 250 deputies are huddled in the 
cars that blockade the Rock Island yards 
waiting the arrival of the Second Regi- 
ment, I.N.G., and the Fifteenth Regiment 
of the regular army. The strikers boldly 
declare that the trains will be dumped 
when the soldiers appear, and that bul- 
lets will be met with bullets. 

United State Marshal Arnold proceeded 
to Blue Island early this evening and 
served notice on the strike leaders there of 
the injunction granted by the Federal 
court. The news quickly spread among 
the men and matters quieted down as 
soon as it became generally known. 

After an hour or so, however, the riot- 
ous. spirit reasserted itself, and shortly 
after 10 o’clock a crowd of the strikers 
threw a freight-car across the Rock Is- 
land tracks to block the passage of trains.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—vies· President 
Stevenson thinks that the present Con- 


gress will not settle the tariff question. 
He said so a few days ago to some friends 
in New York, and, in explaining the 
grounds of his belief, made a number of 
interesting statements. Probably the 
wish was father of his thoughts, as it is 
a matter of fact that Mr. Stevenson does 
not favor the tariff bill as it has been 
butchered by the Senate, and would much 
rather have it defeated than passed. He 
is strongly opposed to the income tax, 
and, before Senator Hill's list of fifteen 
counts was made public, Vice-President 
Stevenson went over the ground in much 
the same way that the latter did. 

While he kiiéw that the ‘Question of the 
constitutionality of taxing incomes was 
decided by the Supreme Court, when an 
income tax was levied during the. war, 
the Vice-President made substantially the 
same arraignment of this part ot the 
tariff bill as did Senator Hill later on, 
and it is known that he and the New 
York Senator view the present adminis- 
tration in about the same light. 

Mr. Stevenson is also a silver man, and 
as such, and as an advocate of a moder. 
ate scaling of the tariff, he is told by his 
friends ‘that he will be the logical candi- 
date for the Presidency in 1896. Mr. 
Stevenson bases his belief that the tariff 


| bill will not be passed en what may or

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—Tonight, at 
the close of the fourth day of the 
struggle between the Southern Pa- 
cific Company and the American Railway 
Union, the strikers appear to have the 
upper hand. Their blockade of the en- 
tire system is practically complete. The 
Western divisions of the Santa Fe road 
are in much the same condition. In fact, 
railway traffic is almost at a standstill at 
all points on the Pacific Coast, south of 
Portland. North of Portland there is also 
much trouble, the Northern Pacific road 
being practically tied up, and the Union 
Pacific is involved. All overland trains 
have been effectually blocked and the only 
trains running anywhere are locals. 

The two points of particular interest in 
California tonight are Sacramento and Los 
Angeles, In Oakland everything is quiet.) 
The Southern Pacific Company this morn- 
ing posted notices at the Oakland Mole, 
announcing that until further notice no at- 
tempt would be made to dispatch overland 
trains. Suburban trains and a few trains 
to near-by country towns were dispatched 
from Oakland during the day, however, 
and met with no interference. The Oak-

Subsequently Knox mounted 
an improvised rostrum and announced to 
an anxious crowd of strikers that the 
fight was to the bitter end. He counselled 
them to be cautious, and to refrain from 
committing any overt act. hie was 
cheered at the conclusion of his speech. 
United States Marshal Barry Baldwin, 
with thirteen deputies, was at the depot 
early this morning. Mr. Baldwin refused 
to be interviewed, but intimated that he 
would attempt to move the mail trains 
s afternoon. 
LATER.— United States Marshal Bald- 
win has been busy endeavoring to find a 
crew to take out the mail train.

ENF ORCING THE LAW 


Action. by the Fed éral 
Authorities. 


An Injunction Issued Against 
A. R. U. Leaders. 


Heartt, the Local Representative, 
Cited for Contempt. 


Debs W Also Have to come Out from the 


Troops te Arrive Today— 
A Mass-meeting of she 
Strikers. 


The strike situation assumed an entirely 

new phase yesterday, for the United States 
government, by its nervy representative, 
Hon. Erskine M. Ross, took the matter 
out of the hands of the railroads entirely, 
and assumed control of it; while the At- 
torney-General placed the troops under 
command of Brig.-Gen. Ruger, at the dis- 
posal of the authorities here to execute 
the orders of the Federal Court and pre- 
vent the obstruction of the mails, and 
these are already en route, with gatling 
Suns, to enforce the law. 

Such was the interest manifested by thé 
strikers in the actions of the authorities 
and the legal developments which were be- 
ing made, that all three of the depots 
were practically deserted almost all day. 
The Federal building was the center of 
attraction, for it was there that the battle 
was to be fought, and a crowd lounged 
about in the vicinity all day long, anx- 
iously awaiting results. 

The issuance of an injunction by the 
government of such sweeping scope as to 
take in President Debs and the executive 
Officers of the A. R. P., the arrest of Presi- 
dent Heartt of the local branch of that 
order for contempt of court, and the an- 
nouncement by legraph that United 
States troops had n placed at the dis- 
posal of the local authorities, succeeded 
each other with such rapidity as to dis- 
may many of the strikers, for, before they 
had recovered from the surprise created by 
one piece of news, they were shocked by 
the others. 

Then again the probability of wholesale 
indictment by the Federal grand jury and 
the ominous action of the marshal’s office 
in swearing in batches of extra deputies 
all day, had the effect of dampening the 
ardor of the strikers to some extent. That 
they are not yet prepared to submit tamely 
to the defeat of their plans, however, is 
evident from their bearing and speech, so 
that the strike is by no méans checked, 
though the problem be nearing a solution. 

The engineers in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific Company did not revoke 

their 9 to report for duty at 7 
o’clock this morning, as was rumored yes- 
terday, but in view of the fact that the 
officials of that road have received intima- 
tion of -their intention to back out of 
their agreement, it is more than likely. 
that no attempt will be made to dispatch 
any trains today. The doubtful position 
assumed by the ‘firemen, probably has as 
much to do with the apparent apathy of 
the officials, as anything else, for without 
union firemen the engineers would cer- 
tainly refuse to work. . 

Down at La Grande ‘depot a nander of 
the employees tendered their resignations 
to Superintendent Beamer; but the ma- 
jority asked for further time and were 
granted until 10 o’clock this morning to. 
determine whether or not they should re- 
main in the employ of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway /Company. No effort was 
made to run trains out, however, although 
a few of the engines in the yard were 
kept alive“ by Pop“ Church, the hostler, 
in case of an emergency.

BEFORE THE FEDERAL GRAND suRY. 


Judge Ross Gives Purther Instructions—An 
All-day Session. 

The rumor that.the Federal grand jury 
would in all probability make its report 
when* court convened yesterday morning 
attracted a large crowd of railroad men 
and others who were equally interested, 
to the Federal building at an early hour. 
All sorts of speculations as to the probable 
action of that body were indulged in, and 
many expressions made as to the possi- 
ble, result of such action. The railroad 
men, as a body, were quiet and orderly, 
and had little to say or do with outsiders. 

The Federal grand jury resumed its ses- 
sion at 9 o’clock, but, so far as outward 
signs were concerned, the courtroom 

thin the closed doors of which they sat 
might have been vacant. en these 
doors were thrown open at 10:30 o’clock, 
however, a rush was made for them, and, 
in a few minutes, every available foot of 
space within the courtroom was occupied. 
The grand jurors occupied the jury box 
and seats in the immediate vicinity, Fore- 
man Wolfskil} leaning in an attitude of 
preoccupation upon the stenographers' 
table. 

JUDGE ROSS TO THE GRAND JURY. 

Almost immediately upon taking his seat 
upon the bench Judge Ross directed Clerk 
Owen to call the roll of the grand jury, 
and, this formula having been disposed 
of, he addressed that body as follows: 

: “Gentlemen of the Jury: I understand, 
through the District Attorney, that you 
desire some further instructions in re- 
gard to the mail. Congress has provided 
by statute that the Postmaster General 


shall, in all Gases, decide upon what trains 
and in what manner the mails shall be 
conveyed, and that officer has, through his 
subordinates, designated for the South- 
ern California ——. and the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company in this judicial 
district the regular passenger trains of 
those roads for the carrying of the United 
States mails. Neither of those companies 
oy the to run any other 
ns their regular passenger trains 
for he cabeyine of the mails, and their 
failure to do so is not a violation of any 
law of the United States to which my 
attention has been called, or that I have 
been able to find. 
“As I told you the other day, in effect, 


any and every person who shall knowingly 
and wilfully obstruct or retard the 


of the mail is guilty of a crime against the 
laws of the United States; and, if two or 
more persons conspire to commit that, or 
any other offense against the United States, 
and one or more of such parties do any 
act to effect the object of the conspiracy, 
all of the parties to such conspiracy are 
guilty of a crime, and, if you find from 
your investigations, which I charged you, 
and again charge you, diligently to pursue, 
that any such offense been committed 
within this judicial district against the 
laws of the United States, it is your im- 

rative and solemn duty to find an in- 
dictment or indictments against any and 
every such offending person. 

Using the substance of the language of 
Judge Jackson in a somewhat similar case 
that arose in West Virginia in 1893, it as 
proper for me to say that exactly what is 
involved in the strike which has brought 
about all of the trouble here and elsewhere 
ig not for you nor me to investigate. At 
this time it is not pecessary to say which 
side is in the right nor which side is in 
the wrong, or whether, in fact, either side 
is in the wrong, upon the merits of that 
question. It may be well to again say that 
there is but one way to redress a wrong 
known in this country, and that is through 
the regularly-constituted tribunals of the 
country. No man, no set of men, no com- 
munistic combination of men, can lawfully 
undertake to redress a wrong except in 
the way pointed out by law. Whenever 
men attempt to unlawfully combine them- 
selves together for the purpose of redress- 
ing wrong, they strike at the very founda- 
tion of those laws which give them the 
rights of a citizen—the protection of life, 
of liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

It is the solemn duty of all good citizens 
to ponder and think of these things, and 
be sure that their acts, whatever they are, 
be within and not contrary to the laws of 
the, country, and it is the sworn and im- 
perative duty of those charged with the 
administration of the laws to take prompt 
and vigorous measures to bring to the 
bar of justice any and . infraction of 
them. ROSS, 
“District Judge. 

As . Ross finished reading these in- 
structions United States Attorney Denis 
announced that some of the members of 
the grand jury desired to ask him for fur- 
ther light upon several mooted points. 
which had been raiséd. during their con- 
sideration of the weighty question before 
them. Permission having been accorded, 
a number of written questions were handed 


up to the bench, and Judge Ross, after 


glancing at them, intimated that he would 
not answer them off-hand, but would do 


‘go at 2 o’clock. Court thereupon adjourned 


until that hour, and the room being 


cleared, the jurors resumed their session. 
. FURT 


INSTRUCTION 8. 

Upon reconvening the Distriet Court at 
2 o' clock, Judge Ross again addressed the 
Grand Jury as follows: 

“Gentlemen of the grand jury: Most of 
the questions propounded by some of vour 


members are answered in substance by 
the instructions already given to you by 


the court. 

“The court has already told you that it 
is provided by a statute, of the United 
States that the Postmaster-General shall, 
in all cases, decide upon what trains and 
in what manner mails shall be conveyed, 
and that the officer has, through his sub- 
ordinates, designated for the Southern 
California Railway Company and the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company in this 
judicial district the regular passenger 
trains of those roads for the carrying of 
the United States mails; and, further, that 
neither of those companies. is by the law 
required to run any other 
regular passenger trains ‘fdr the carrying 
of the mails, and that their failure to do 
so is not a violation of any law of the 
United States. 

The court has further instructed you, 
and again repeats that any and every per- 
son who shall knowingly and willfully ob- 
struct or retard the passage of the mail 
is guilty of a crime against the United 
States, and that any and every person who 
knowingly and willfully interferes with 
and obstructs any interstate commerce is 
guilty of an offense against a law of the 
United States, and that, if any two or 
more persons, it makes no difference who 
they are, who conspire to commit either of 
those offenses against the United States, 
and one or more of such parties do any 
act to effect the object of the conspiracy, 
all of the parties to such a conspiracy are 
guilty of a crime. 4 

Whenever such acts are of a character 
to prevent and obstruct the carrying of 
the mails, or to interfere with or obstruct 
any interstate commerce, and are done for 
the purpose and with the intent to pre- 
vent or obstruct the same, a crime is com- 

tted. “ROSS, District Judge.” 

In addition to this the court picked up 
Vol. 54 of the Federal Reporter and an- 
nounced that he would read part of the 
opinion of Judge Ricks, in the case of the 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and Northern Michi- 
Company vs. the Penn- 

et al., which he 
stated, involved similar questions to those, 
now under consideration. He then pro- 
ceeded to read the following extract from 
the opinion: 

„Before proceeding to pass upon the evi-. 
dence as to whether the men now before 
the court under charges for contempt. are 
guilty or not, it may be profitable to con- 
sider the general principles of law applic- 
able to the duties with which the accused 
were charged by the orders issued to them 
and ‘to their employers. They were in the

der. The testimony shows that the terms 
of this-order were made known to the em- 
ployees generally, and that they were 
thoroughly advised of its scope and manda- 
tory provisions. That their employer was 
obligated, both under the general provis- 
ions ed the interstate commerce law and 
under this order of the court, to receive. 
and haul all interstate freight, must have 
been known to them. They must also be 
held to have known that the penalties of 
the law were severe in case their employer 
violated either the law or the order of the 
court. Holding to that employer, so en- 


im this. great public undertaking, all 


the relation they did, they owed to him 
and to the public a higher duty than 
though their services had been due to a 
private person. They entered its service 
with the full knowledge of the exacting 
duties it owed to the public. They knew 
that if it failed to comply with the laws 
in any respect severe penalties and losses 
would follow for such neglect. An implied 
obligation was, therefore, assumed by the 
employees upon accepting service from it 
under such conditions that they would per- 
form their duties in such manner as to 
enable it not only to discharge its obliga- 
tions faithfully, but also to protect it 
against irreparable losses and injuries and 
excessive damages by any acts of omission 
on their part. One of these implied con- 
ditions on their behalf was at they 
would not leave its service or refuse to 
perform their duties under circumstances 
when such neglect on their part would: 
imperil lives committed to its care, or the 
destruction of property involving irrepar- 
able loss and injury, or visit upon it severe 
penalties. In ordinary conditions as be- 
tween employer and employee, the privi- 
lege of the latter to quit the former’s 
service at his option cannot be prevented 
by restraint or force. The remedy for 
breach of contract may follow to the em- 
ployer, but the employee has it in his 
power to arbitrarily terminate the rela- 
tions and abide the consequences. But 
these relative rights and powers may be- 
come quite different in the case of the 
employees of a great public corporation, 
charged by the law with certain great 
trusts and duties to the public. An en- 
gineer and fireman, who start from Toledo 
with a train of cars filled with passengers 
destined for Cleveland, begin a journey 
under contract to drive their engine and 
draw the cars to the destination agreed 
upon. Will it be claimed that this en- 
gineer and fireman could quit their em- 
ployment when the train is part of the 
way on its route, and abandon it at some 
point where the lives of the passengers 
would be imperiled and the safety of the 
roperty jeopardized? The simple state- 
Prope of the proposition carries its own 
condemnation with it. The very nature 
of their service, involving as it does the 
custody of human life and the safety of 
millions of property, imposes upon them 
obligations and duties commensurate with, 
the character of the trusts committed to 
them. They represent a class of skilled 


cannot always be supplied. The engineers

Rail operate steam engines moving 
over its different divisions 2500 cars of 
freight per day. These cars carry supplies 
and material, upon the delivery of which 
the labor of tens of thousands of mechanics 
is dependent. They transport the products 
of factories whose output must be speedily 
carried away to Keep their employees in 
labor.

firemen, would paralyze the business of 
the entire country, entailing losses, and 
bringing. disaster to thousands of unof- 
fending citizens.

All these evil results would fol- 
low to the public because of the arbitrary 
action of a few hundred men, who, with-. 
out grievance*of their own, without any

road of minor importknce, who have a 
ce with their employers which they 

ail to settle by ordinary met bors. If sucb 
ih to the business employers, and 
such disasters to thousands of the business 
public, who are helpless and innocent, is 
the result of conspiracy, combination, in- 
timidation, or- unlawful acts of organiza- 
tions of employees, the courts have the 
power to grant partial relief, at least by 
constraining employees from acts of com- 
mission, of violence or intimidation, or 
from enforcing rules and regulations of or- 
ganizations which result in irremediable 
injuries to their employers and to the pub- 

It is not necessary, for the purposes 
of this case, to undertake to ne with 
greater certainty the exact relief which 
such cases may properly invoke, but that 
the necessities growing out of the vast 


ing our extending railway business make 
new and orrespondingly efficient measures 
for relief essential is evident, and the 
courts, in the exercise of their equity juris- 
diction, must meet the emergencies, as 
far as possible, within the limits of exist- 
ing laws, until needed additional legisla- 
tion can be secured.“ 

During the reading of the above extract,

At 4 o' clock, 
however, they were interrupted for a few 
minutes in order to admit of Judge Ross 
formally adjourning the District Court, 
until 10:30 o’clock this morning, and the 
crowd, upon learning that nothing more 
could be done until that time, left the 
building.

AN APPROPRIATION FOR’ FOR THE ARID LAND S 


question of irri irrigating the arid 
lands of the West is making encouraging 
progress in Washington. A dispatch from 
the capital states that Representative. 
Sweet of Idaho has reported from the 
House Committee on Irrigation of Arid 
lands, the bill agreed on by Western mem- 
bers for a survey of the arid lands, and es- 
timates of the cost of reclamation. Bi 
surveys proposed are: 

Idaho, the land and water in the Snake 
River Valley and its tributaries; 
Montana, the Missouri River, with 
its tributaries and sources and all 
the lands in the valley of the river; Colo- 
rado, the lands subject to irrigation from 
the South Platte and its tributaries; Ne- 
vada, the valley of. the Humboldt River, 
its sources and tributaries; Oregon, the 
Columbia River Valley east of the Cas- 
cade Mountains and the valleys of the 
tributaries; Washington, a system of res- 
ervoirs along the east base of the Cascade 
Mountains, and investigation of the sub- 
terranean. water supply in the lands re- 
| quiring irrigation. east of the mountains, 
and where the sinking of artesian wells 
can be profitably undertaken; 
the Gila and Salt rivers and tributaries. 

Maps are to be prepared showing the 
ditches, canals or reservoirs necessary, 
and estimates showing to what extent the 
water supply is sufficient, and estimates 
of the areas possible of reclamation and 
*the cost. The bill appropriates $325,000, 
and gives the right-of-way on United 
States lands for ditches and reservoirs. 

It will be noticed that California is not 
included in this list, although there are 
‘sections in this State which certainly 
come under the head of arid lands, and 
are deserving of an appropriation. Such 
for instance, as the Colorado Desert, a 
portion of the Mojave Desert, and a part 
of Inyo county.

In his 
opinion a great crisis is upon the coun- 
try, and it cannot continue to exist divided 
into the two camps of capital and labor. 
Railways are great civilizers, in fact, the 
greatest civilizers that the world pos- 
seSses. The railway men are, therefore, 
the greatest reformers on the face of the 
earth. It is wrong to talk of reducing 
wages, for wages have never been large 
enough. Let the government take the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific 
railroads, and the rest of the railroads of 
‘tthe country, and run them, and there 
would be no strikes. Judge Ross, and 
the recent indictments, and United States 
Attorney Denis came in for a full share 
of abuse. He ridiculed the Judge’s state- 
ment of the law, and the action of the 
authorities in calling for the military. 
„Suppose,“ he said, that this government 
undertook to run trains in the interest 
of one old sinner (Pullman,) would the 
laboring men of the wae submit?

Ravlin continued at considerable length, 
his remarks being made up of personal 
abuse and blasphemy, slurring religion 
and ridiculing the courts. The whole trend 
of the speech was, in fact, revolutionary, 
and. at times the fellow went so far as to 
be hissed, which, however, did not stop 
him until he spoke his piece. 

The next speaker was W. C. Bowman, 
who prefaced his remarks by reading a 
telegram regarding the ovement of 
troops to Los Angeles from the northern 
part of the State.

THE BLACK PI PLAGUE. 


Ravages of the Epidemic are Increasing— 
Medicos Alarmed. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—The steamer 
Peru from the Orient brings word that 
the ravages from the black plague at 
Hong Kong are increasing. Reports by 
the last mail were to the effect that the 
disease was under control. and would be 
stamped out soon. Such has not been the 
case. 

From May 31 to June 7 there were in 
Hong Kong 577 deaths. In spite of the 
vigorous efforts of the doctors, from ninet7 
to one hundred persons are dying daily. 
Europeans, who were believed to be proof 
| against the disease have been stricken, an 
there is no telling how many may die. 
Capt. Vesey, of the British troops, Who 
was active as an officer of the sanitary 
corps, was the first European to take 
the disease, and his death followed in a 
few hours. Another white person to suc- 
cumb was a storekeeper who had no con- 
nection with the sanitary corps, and, 80 
far as known he had no direct exposure 
to the plague. The result, of these deaths 
has been to arouse in the white residents a a 
feeling of terror and uncertainty, for they 
have heretofore believed that they wore 
secure, from the deadly disease. 

Hong Kong doctors now confess ineir 
inability to cope with the epidemic, and a 
call has been issued to the medical ries . 
ternity at Shanghai, requesting that at 
least six doctors be sent at once to their: 
assistance. Since the outbreak of the 
plague more than twelve hundred persons 
— died in the Hong Kong colony. Jap- 
anese papers severely censure the British 
for yielding to the demands of the Chinese 
for relaxing their quarantine methods and 
ceasing the house-to-house canvass. a:

BORN IN LONDON. 


A Young Zebra Makes Wis Appearance in 
the Zoologica! Gardens. 

(New York World)) To the London 
Zoological Gardens belongs the unique dis- 
tinction of having raised a zebra who was 
born there. 

It is said that there is no record of 
any other zebra having been born and 
reared in a Gold climate. Very few have 
been born, and these have died. 

The zebra’s natural home is in the 
tropics, and he lives by preference in a 
desert, where he can indulge in races with 
his friends, which are his constant occu- 
ration and delight. The variability, the 
coldness and the dampness of the English 
2 are ordinarily fatal to the young 
zebra. 

Tony, the zebra born in London, is now 
over 7 months old. He is a remarkably 
fit animal to have survived, He is very 
healthy, vigorous and cheerful, and is 
nearly as large as his mother. 

Many zebras Pod indistinct markings, 
the result commonly of ancestral misal- 
liances with wild donkeys. Tony’s fam- 
“ily is apparently free from such reproach.

In the Transvaal 
a certain mail coach is drawn by a team 
of zebras. On account of their great 
strength and powers of endurance in a 
suitable climate, they are useful in a 
country without roads.
